It is as though the Protestant Alliance had attempted to put Mr. Asquith 
and his supporters in the dock for introducing the Declaration Bill. But 
experience teaches that no‘ proposal is too Indicrous to be taken seriously 
in Russia. Deputies bave ere now been driven to gaol in droves; and at 
this very moment the brilliant. Liberal leader, M. Miliakofl, is preparing 
to stand his trial on an absurd charge preferred against him by the Real 
Russians. Russia is a country where political opéru boulfe shades imper- 
eeptibly into political tragedy. And if the pogromists do not succeed in 
placing a good proportion of the Duma in the cells in which in any other 
country they would themselves long since have found repose from their 
passions, there is always the last resort of a Jewish ‘massacre 
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to fall back upon—the ultima ratio of Russian politics. The revolution 
was quenched in Jewish blood. There is no reason why the Pale bill 
Should not be destroyed in similar fashion. We ean only hope 
that the threatened deputies, as well as the Government, will hold to their 
course, irrespective of all intimidation. Hf the Jews of Russia, as their 
enemies -claim, are a menace to the country, the surest way of per- 
petuating the danger is by shutting them up in great compact masses.in a 
number of cities.

We observe that an agitation has been begun in the 
fast End against the importation of chilled and 
frozen meat from abroad.

cultivated. If a tithe of the suggested danger existed, not an ounce of 
frozen meat would ever be admitted to this country. A Government 
whieh deliberately and callously looked on while a wholesale massacre 
of the population was being engineered through the medium of an 
import business bringing cancer, and liver, kidney and heart diseases 
in its wake, would not survive for twenty-four hours. If the Government 
and the medical fraternity—-a body not slow to give alarm— are insensible 
to the menace to the nation which is supposed to‘flow through the ports, 
we think the Jews of East London may sleep in peace. The object in view 
is to bring cheaper food to those portions of the population who desire and 
need it, and our coreligionists in the East End would be foolish were they 
to lend themselves to an agitation which, whatever object in view, could 
only have the effect of maintaining the present high prices of meat. 

The Jewish residents in Wales have every reason for 
strong complaint against the recent disgraceful pro- 
ceedings on the part of some members of the Bryn- 
mawr Congregation.

MR. MONTEFIORE AT A CHRISTIAN CONGRESS. 


(From our Correspondent. | 


BERLIN, 

The International Congress of . Liberal Christians held last week in 
berlin, which was attended by over 2,000 delegates of all nations, devoted 
one -of its meetings to a consideration of “The Sympathetic Relations 
between Judaism and Christianity.” The debate was opened by Dr. Perkins 
of Boston, who attempted, with great eloquence, to prove that Christianity 
for its own sake must regard Judaism very highly. He specially emphasised 
the fact that the Messianic. idea, the belief in the coming of God's kingdom 
on earth, was derived from Judaism. The Christian conceptions of God and 
morality were also based on Jewish foundations. Christianity must never 
forget, he urged, that Jesus was a Jew, and indeed a Jew filled with Jewish 
patriotism. 

Professor Bonnet-Maury then delivered a short address on the relations 
existing between Jews and Liberal Christians in Paris. He thought that the 

introduction of Sunday services at the Jewish Liberal Union was a step 
in the direetion of evangelism (!), a most commendable Step forward on 
the part of Judaism. Hespecially praised the Parisian Jewesses, particu- 
larly Mme. Simon, who had payed the way for the Reform movement. The 
salonof Mme. Simon was a meeting-place for persons of different creeds, 
and it Was to be anticipated that the free reform of Judaism would proceed 
still further. | 

A powerful oration was then delivered by the venerable Professor 
Hermann Cohen, of Marburg, who showed, in convincing fashion, that 
Judaism was a religion of progress. He even ventured to contrast the firm- 
ness of the foundations of Judaism with the instability of those of Liberal 
Christianity. His main thesis was that religious progress could not be 
contined: to one religion only, but applied to religion as a whole, He 
revarded morality as the common link between all religious systems. 
Judaism had always regarded the promotion of morality as its main end, and 
the strength for this task it had derived from its religious faith. 

With an eloquent reference to the needs of the age, Prof. Cohen concluded 
with the words; “Only in social morality and the widest humanity breathes 
the living God whom the.prophets and Israel made the God of Israel and the 
(;od of all mankind. 

Mr. ChAtbpE G, MONTEFIORE was the next speaker, and—avoiding the 
real theme under discussion. spoke on the relations between the represen- 


tatives of the two religions. He thought it a great advantage’ to 
Jews and Christians alike that they should) maintain sympathetie 
relations. In England this was done to a remarkable extent. 
He declared that the admission of Abbe Loisy and Professor 


Pileiderer that no religion could contain the whole truth greatly facilitated 
an entente between the Liberal representatives of both creeds. All that 
wis necessary was to admit that Christianity and Judaism had each their 
special missions of truth, and to judge each, not aceording to its defective 
reality, but according to the idea underlying it. A further condition for a 
rapprochement was a clear understanding of the points on which there was 
acreement and of those on which agreement was impossible. Mr. Montefiore 
concluded by demanding for Judaism from Christianity, not merely tolerance 
and respeet, but recognition. This appeal was greeted with loud applause. 


The Situation at Galveston. 


‘From our Correspondent. | 
NEW YORK. 

The situation in regard to the entrance of Jewish immigrants at the port 
of Galveston, Texas, continues to hold the attention of Jewish public men 
and of the Jewish Press.. While no definite announcement has been made, 
it is understood that, as the result of representations, which have been made 
on behalf of the immigrants, showing that the Ito had no intention of 
unduly influencing the course of emigrants, the Department of Commerce 
and Labour has somewhat relented in its harsh attitude towards 
the wanderers who desire to enter the United States by the South- 
western port. The chief activity in behalf of the immigrants consisted of 
the appearance of a deputation before the Department at Washington, to 
which I referred in my last letter, written when I did not yet have the 
names of those who were to visit Washington. It has now been made 
known that the delegation which went to Washington.was made up of 
Congressman William S. Bennett, Supreme Court Justice Nathan Bijur, of 
New York, and Mr. David M. Bressler, who is the head of Industrial Removal 
Otlice of this eity and also directs the work of the Galveston Informa- 
tion Bureau for Immigrants. Up to the time when this delegation appeared 
in’ Washington, sixty immigrants had been excluded. 

It is understood that in addition to Justice Bijur other men of intluence 
have communicated with the Department of Commerce and Labour. Since 
the representations were nade at Washington by the deputation referred to, 
a Jewish journalist from New York and a representative of an Immigration 
Soejetv in Baltimore have seen the Acting Secretary at Washington, and it 
was gathered from their conversations that the Department was no longer 
inclined to treat the immigrants at Galveston as severely as Was recently 
the case. A significant matter pertaining to the case of the deported immi- 
erants has been the publication within tne last tew days of the following 
letter which was. received by Congressman Bennett from the Acting 
Secretary of Commerce and Labour, Benj.S. Cable, in which he stated the 
attitude of the Department :— | 

Mv Dear Mr. Bennett,--I have decided to appeal cases that relate to the Russian 
Hebrews who arrived at Galveston, Texas, on the North German: Lloyd steamer 
* Hanover,’ on June 25rd. 3 | 

Two hundred and eighty Russian Hebrews came on this steamer. One hundred 
and fifty were admitted on primary inspection, One hundred.and thirty were held 
for the Board of Special Inquiry, and forty-seven of these were admitted. ‘The cases 


of eighty-two who were excluded and who have appealed have come to me. 


These aliens were excluded by the Board mainly on the ground that they were 
likely to become public charges. This appears to be a proper ground in some of the 
cases. but there is another good reason for exclusion, namely, that all of them “ have 
been induced or solicited to migrate to this country by offers or promjses of employ- 
ment, 


of this Act to assist or encourage the importation or migration of any alien by 
promise of employment through advertisements printed and published in any foreign 
‘OuntrY. 

ee The records show, and it seems to be an established fact, that the Jewish 
Immigrants Information Bureau advertise and distribute literature in Russia, and 
by this means, and through their agents or correspendents there, advise Russian 
tebrews to go to Galveston rather than New York; that they do not have to show 
any money at Galveston ; that many Jews have gone to Galveston, and that the 
Jewish Society would take care of them and provide them with work in Galveston 


think, too, that the Cases come within section six,of the immigration law,” 
which provides: ° That it shall be unlawful and be deemed a violation of section four 
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or elsewhere. The immigrant is the holder of an identification card, addressed to 
the Galveston Jewish Immigrants’ Information Bureau, and gives such Bureau as his 
immediate destination in the United States.though a large number of them come 
manifested to the general agent of the North German Lloyd. This Bureau has a 
list of all these aliens, appeals the cases for them, and offers to secure employment 
for them and to keep them until such employment is secured. . It pays their railroad 
fare and expenses in the United States. It does the same for them in Germany 
before embarkation, and to this extent they are also assisted aliens. | 

Most of these people are absolutely penniless and have no friends or relatives 
here. Were it not for the Jewish Bureau they would undoubtedly be excluded as 
public charges. They depend absolutely on this Bureau, which is entirely respon- 
sible for their coming to Galveston. The aliens are sent at the Bureaus expense 
to various Jewish societies, charitable organisations, and individuals in other 
localities, who agree to receive a certain number each month and provide them with 
positions 

In deciding these cases | have had in mind:— 3 

First : That. under the former inspector in charge, aliens having these identifi. 
cation cards, and ealled for by the Jewish Bureau were admitted on. primary 
inspection. 

Second: This movement has continued for some time and is the result of much 
labour and expense on the part of that bureau and its friends 

Third: The distribution of Jewish and of all other kind of immigration, within 
proper bounds, is beneficial 

Fourth: This work has resulted in. more than distribution, It has indueed and 
encouraged immigration to this eountry by those who would not otherwise have 
come, by Offers and promises of employment and other representations ;

Discussing the matter with Mr. Zelenkow, of the Baltimore Immigration 
Society, Mr. Cable stated that the immigrants who have been excluded have 
mainly been treated in this way on the ground that they may become public 
charges and that the matter of the assistance which is given to the emigrants 
by philanthropic societies of Europe has been referred to the United States 
Attorney-General for decision, and that this decision has not yet been 
rendered. The Department, he is reported to, have said, did not know until 
recently of the assistance that is given to emigrants, and as soon as this was 
discovered an investigation was ordered and made, 

It may be added here, that the Immigration Law is now most stringently 
enforced in all the ports of the United States; that Commissioner Williams 
at the port of New York continues to treat the new-comers very severely 
and there is a large percentage of deportations. 

George Brandes on the Jewish Question. 

A representative of a Russo-Jewish organ had a conversation with M. 
George Brandes on various aspects of the Jewish problem. Speaking of his 
brethren in Finland, Ml. Brandes expressed his astonishment at the attacks 
made on him in the Jewish Press after his visit to Finland. In his opinion, 
St. Petersburg was responsible for the oppression of the Jews in Finland. 
“1 was informed by highly-placed Finns,” he remarked, “ that they wished 
to extend full liberties to Jews on several occasions, but their attempts 
had been frustrated by the Russian ollicials. In the Russian capital they 
are extremely hostile to Jews. They even objected to placing a most 
valuable Italian painting in a St. Petersburg museum, because its owner 
happened to be a Jew.” | 

With regard to his coreligionists in Denmark, he thought that their 
small numbers guaranteed them from an anti-Semitic movement on a large 
scale. But even there Jews experienced a difficulty in securing responsible 
posts or promotion in the Navy. He attributed the local prejudice against 
our brethren to the agitation of the German Jew-baiters. .

| The panic created at Odessa and in several other southern vOwns by the 
outbreak of bubonic plague at the former port shows no sign’ of abitement. 
It appears that the reactionary municipalities in other also 
neglected sanitary conditions and multiplied the dangers of epidemics. In 
the face of their unpardonable. mismanagement the Real Russian agitators 
are spreidling among the peasants tales about. the Angel of Death punishing 
them for their association with the Jews, about Jewish doctors who spread 
the disease in order to secure employment, and about Jewish nurses who 
desert the hospitals for fear of cholera. The more enlightened people pay 
little attention, however, to their stories, and sc\ eral cities outside the Pale 
loudly demand the despatch of additional medical authorities, regardless of 
nationality. | 

The financial erisis of Odessa is assuming alarming proportions. lrade, - 
which had only. recently recovered from the pogrom panies, again 
seriously hampered, and several bankruptetes are expected in the eity. The 
Pp ‘sition of the families in whose houses vietius of the plague were detected 
seems hopeless. property has been destroyed, ana compensation does 
het appear to be fortheoming.

He said: * We do not ask to 
What religion belongs our fellow human being whom we are called upon to help 
in his hourot need. We see in him only our brother, Whom according to the 
teachings of the Apostles we have to love. We cannot alter or put aside 
differences in religious matters, but we can lessen their etfect by living 
together in harmony. We cannot efflace them, but we can exclude them 
from our social and civil relations.” 


‘The Russian Pale Bill. 


| The Real Russian Union has taken in hand the agitation against the 
| Pale Bill. A strongly worded petition will soon be despatched to the Tsar 
by several branches. The document implores His Majesty’s protection 
against the Jews,“ who have captured the trade of the country with the 
aid of the capital possessed by their West-European brethren and through 
the instrumentality of the all-powerful Kahal and two-thirds of the Press 
controlled by the latter.” “The Jews,” argue the Real Russians, “ have 
morally corrupted the police, and M. Stolypin is helping them in accom- 
plishing their task, by enforcing his circular on the right of residence of 
Jews, which even the Senate declared to be illegal.” On the strength of 
these arguments, the anti-Semites request His Majesty to leave intact the 
anti-Jewish leyvislation on the right of residence. The petition has also 
been sent for distribution among the peasants to several parts of the 
country. | 
More audacious still is the attempt of the Black Hundreds to institute 
legal proceedings against the hundred and sixty-six deputies who signed 
the Bill. Their original endeavour to induce the Upper House to take action 
against them proved a failure. They are, therefore, urging upon the 
branches of the Union to take criminal proceedings against the signatory 
deputies, on the ground that “their Bill cannot fail to undermine the 
interests of the orthodox subjects of the Tsar, on whom the throne rests, 
and the deputies, therefore, turn out to be enemies of the monarch.” How- 
ever complicated their case seems to be, no task is too’ hard for the Real 
Russians. For months‘people laughed at their idea of taking action against 
M. Miliukofl, for complaining in the Duma that the Black Hundreds lower 
the dignity of the Tsar and his heir by referring to them as members of the 
Union, which consists of pogrom organisers. . They found, however, a court 
and a branch to take their case in a serious light, and M. Miliukoff will have 
to stand his trial. | wer

New Jewish Nobles in Hungary.

Hundreds of Warsaw Jews Pauperised. 

The Warsaw municipal authorities have, with one stroke cf the pen 
pauperised two-hundred-and-fifty Jewish families, who keptstalls in the market 
place allotted to them by the Town Council. For years our coreligionists 
conducted an honest and more or less successful trade at the stalls, and 
now they have received a notification to move elsewhere, without the 
slightest indication as to the locality to which they may transfer their 
business. They were given a period of eight davs’ grace, which has 
subsequently been extended to a month, and they have been informed that 
their entire property will be confiscated, if they disregarded the notice of 
the Municipality. The plight of the none too wealthy ejected Jewish trades- 
men is described as hopeless. 


Anti-Semitism in Russia. 

Jewish boys have been refused admission to the newly-formed Wilna 
Lads’ Brigade, on the ground that they could never loyally serye the Tsar

Russian Educational News. 
In the midst of the outery for more medical authorities and apothecaries, 
on account of the plague and cholera epidemics, comes the news that the 


-Kieff University has decided not.to open the pharmaceutical faculty this 


year, in view of the searcity of students created by the anti-Jewish restric- 
‘ive circulars, and that M. Schwartz has, contrary to the decisions of the 
Cabinet of last year, ordered all private secondary schools to adopt the 
same percentage norm of Jews which is in force in the State schools. It 
transpires that the Minister of Education wanted to limit the admission of 
Jewesses, also, to the schools, but the Cabinet refused to sanction his pro- 
posal. He, therefore, ignored the recommendation of his colleagues in So 
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far as the male sehools were

brought about by Christian or Jewish mineowners. But Mr. Belloc evidently 
stands on different ground. It is the Jewish cosmopolitan finan¢ial influence 
which hurts his corns. , This being the case, he has no place amongst honest 
reformers, and must be classed amongst anti-Semites ~ pure and simple. 

My contention with you, Sir, and those Jews who argue on the same 
lines is: That you do not face the main question; you simply run away from 
it. and hide yourselves under the plea, that only a few ‘ black sheep "of the 
Jewish race belong to the cosmopolitan financiers. Why are they black 
sheep, pray ?) Cosmopolitan financial transactions are evidently good games. 
Christians of all denominations are taking part in them. Thev are looked 
up to (af they keep. within the law)-as magnates, great. men, pillars 
of Church and State, leaders oft Society. If it were a question 
betore the English people to choose between St. Paul’s Cathedral, West- 
minster Abbey, the British Museum and the London Hospital on the one nana, 
and the Stock Exehange on the other, the majority would certainly choose 
the latter. There is hardly one in ten thousand amongst Christians in 
Kngland, who are free from the gambling and speculating manila. There are 
hardly adozen inthe whole of the United Kingdom who would not gladly 
become Pierpont Morgans or Rothschilds. Why should Jews. be warned 
ivainst acquiring financial power, when it is theonly god whom mankind now 
faithfully serves ? CF eourse, the acquirement by Jews of financial power 
Creates jealousy. The same jealousy would be aroused if they were to 
succeed in any other. branch of commerce and industry. The bad side of 
Mr. Belloc’s standpoint is not his warning, but his obvious justilication of 
that jealousy. Ifa Jew will take a pretty wife and his Christian neighbour 
jappens to have an ugly one, the Christian neighbour willinevitably become 
ealous.

commercial interest throughout the civilised world,” What are the separate 
national interests which, in Mr. Belloe’s opinion, should be held dear by 
good citizens ? Let us take a concrete example: We see, to our great sorrow, 
the bitter animosity which has arisen between the two greatest and most 
civilised States in Europe, viz., England and Germany. The most influential 
classes of both countries are talking about a terrible coming war, and are 
taxing each other's resources to their utmost, in order to be prepared. What 
iS the cause of that animosity? It cannot be racial, for both belong’to the 
Teutonic race. It cannot be religious, because both profess the same 
religion. It cannot be dynastic, because both dynasties are closely related. 
The cause of this strife is nothing else than commercial. Just as individual

traders are fighting for the home market, so are commercial nations fighting 
for the world market. There is only one remedy, international partnership 
oe cosmopolitanism. If it eould be brought about that the principal 
industries of both countries were to become joint stock companies, there 


would remain no cause for strife between the two countries. Their 
navies could then be turned. over to a shipping company, and their 
armies disbanded, and the greatest part of them sent to their 
homes to till the soil. Mr. will now see. that the 
growth of a class of people, whose commercial interests are not 


vested in one particular eountry, but whose interests are planted no 
farious countries, are really the men of the future; the harbingers of an 
era of peace. By knitting together the business interests of separate States . 
they lay the foundation of a better state of society. Although their imme- 
diate objects are selfish, although their characters might even be bad, yeu 
the work itself is of the highest importance. It is impossible for me in % 
letter fully to explain my theory. If Mr. Belloc would care to pursue the 
study of this new and seemingly strange theory, I will be pleased to send 
him a manuscript dealing exhaustively with the subject, which I wrote 
some time ago, but which, unfortunately for me, and perhaps also for the 
world, | have not the means to publish ; for the publishing firms are interested 
more in the name of an author than in the work itself. However, the few 
remarks that [ have made may set Mr. Belloc’s mind thinking in a new 
direction. He may begin to realise that he has a twentieth century 
education, with a twelfth century Weltanschanung.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


SiR,—! read with interest your representative's interview with Mr. 
Hilaire Belloc, M.P. When men of his stamp, not moved by fanaticism or 
narrow-mindedness, but from conyiction, speak of the impossibility to 
‘amalgamate the Jewish race and the alien races in whose midst they 
dwell,” they do a far deeper injury tothe Jews than the rabid reviler or the 
persecutor of the Jewish religion. Ernest Renan, in his “ Histoire,” has done 
more harm than good to modern Jews, in spite of his melodramatic tribute 
to their ancient traditions and to the Socialistic spirit of their race. Jews, 
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therefore, must deeply deplore Mr. Belloc’s views, which cannot but have a 
serious effect in damaging the lot of suffering Jews, but bevond that we must 
bow before his absolute right of thinking as he pleases, 3 

One ofhis statements, however, must not be allowed to pass without a 
challenge. He says, speaking of the Jews of England and Spain, “ The 
nations rose against the Jews who had acquired, power, and the reaetion was 
terrible. Let the Jews of this generation also beware lest history, in accord- 
ance with her practice, repeat herself.” 

I shall confine myself to the Jews of Spain, whose history I have taken 
pains to study in Spanish documents. Every student of Spanish history who 
is not blinded by prejudice will convince himself that it was not the Spanish 
nation that rose against the Jews. Some modern Spaniards, animated by the 
wish of diminishing the heinousness of the expulsion, would like us to 
believe the eont rary, and none has presented. the quest ion more ingen ously, 
1 believe, than Amador de los Rios in his * Historia de los Judios espanoles vy 
portugueses”’; but this is quite in the teeth of the evidence of Spanish 
history, impartially considered. 

Amongst the chroniclers of the Kings of Castille, Bernaldez, a cleric, 
writing during the reign of Isabella, devotes some paragraphs to the 
expulsion of the Jews. After cursorily alluding to the usura de tos Judios,” 
he, very elaborately, proceeds to give us the main charge against them, viz.. 
that, as they fried their meat in oil and rot inlard, they bad an object ionable 


‘'smeH, and he proceeds to say, naively: ‘This may also be due to their not 


having received the baptismal water.” l-urther, we are given a description 
of the Christian friends of the Jews coming to the ports of their embarka- 
tion to entreat them to stay and not to abandon their country, but te 
embrace the true religion which through their obduracy those misguided 
people would not do. These and other exuberant proofs show that the Jews 
of Spain owe their expulsion to clerical persecution only, and not to an 
upheaval of the mass of the people against them. .Of course religious 
fanaticism wil! always find some allies among those who are ready to pounce 
on the spoils of the victims. The conquered Mussulmans did not fare better 
than the Jews, although it ean never be said that) they exercised any 
considerable influence in finance. 

The solution of the problem is not that which Mr. Belloe suggests, viz, 
to revert to medieval means, but to apply that philosophy of Love which 
his Master has tanght the pagan world. | 

Against the plutoerat, the materialist and the exploiter, democracy must 
study and adopt more comprehensive and more etlieient ways. What civil 
or social improvement hag come to Spain from the expulsion of the Jews ?

Isaiah x!.—I1xvi. 


By THE Rev. J. ABELSON, M.A. 

There is more than a grain of wisdom in the old-time synagogue 
ordinance whieh prescribes that the Sabbath Haphtorahs should be culled 
from these chapters of Isaiah for seven uninterrupted weeks every summer, 
Aud the more is the regret that these readings should just synchronise with 
the holiday period of the year when even the most hardened synagogue 
devotee is compelled by the exigencies of health to seek refreshment for 
body and soul ia spheres where the strains of an Isaiah are not likely to be 
heard. The avowed reason for the rule is; of course, the particular attitude 
which these chapters adopt towards the rehabilitation and restoration of Zion, 
They clear away the gloom of the Ninth of Ab sentiment. Isaiah brings us the 
heartening message of anew Jerusalem. The Virgin of Israel shall be built 
again; and again shall she go forth ‘in the dances of them that make 
merry.” Out of the ashes of the old shall spring the fabric of a newer and 
grander glory. Isaiah in these chapters gives us the answer to the agonised 
plaints of a Jeremiah, and assures us with all the fire of his eloquent tongue 
that there is balm in Gilead, that there is a healer there, and that the health 
of “The Daughter of my people” shall of a certainty recover. These con- 
trasted teachings of the two prophets, it might be noted in passing, bring 
into relief what was always a prominent characteristic of Jewish thought— 
its dauntless optimism. The. Jew always believed with an inexorable belief 
in the theory that tears can only be for a time. Beauty must sooner or 
later take the place of ashes. Defeat must be swallowed up in final victory. 
Weeping only abides fora night, and in the morning cometh joy. It wasout of 
such optimistic strands that there was woven the basic principles of a Jewish 
philosophy of life. Lt is this that aecounts for the age-long cheery buoyancy 
of Jewish belief in a divine goodness which is unfailing, and in a future 
which far outshines the past. The golden age is yet to come, and the best 


Literary Grace and Spiritual Beauty. 


But quite apart from the subjeet matter of these Isaiah chapters in their 
connection with the resuscitation of Zion, there is a luxuriant wealth of 
literary grace as well as spiritual beauty about them which gives them 
rank among the unquestioned pieees de resistance of our synagogue litera- 
ture. It is good for us that they form part and parcel of our Sabbath 
liturgy if only on the grounds that they lay before the Jewish populace, as 
distinguished from the scholar, the possibility of making acquaintance with 
some of the finest monuments of the old Hebraie mind. It is here that we 
cet the quintessential thoughts of one of the greatest among the spiritual 
viants of ancient Israel. Itis here that light is thrown, as it is nowhere 
else thrown, upon the eternally-debated question of what constitutes the 
mission of the Jew. Itis here that we get a magnificent panorama, moved 
as by a wizard’s hand, of all those lofty peaks of religious idealism which an 
exilic preacher so successfully scaled and from which he could survey what 
was truest and best for the people he loved. And the expression Is all so 
exquisite and so moving. The language overflows with every nicety 
of literary style. The poetic talent is in evidence throughout. The 
muse never flags. Imagination and faney, the beautiful and the sub- 
lime, the pathetic and the picturesque, scorn and satire all go 
together to make one harmonious music. It is all so natural and 
unstudied. The words are but the mirror of the thought that 
inspires them, the embodiment of the feeling at the back of them. This is 
ull the more wonderful seeing that the themes of these chapters, exclusive, 
of course, of those which have reference to Zion, are not such as ordinarily 


lend themselves to the pottie art. The transcendence and sovereignty of 


(iod, the futility and future extinction of idolatry, the despair of the exiled 

Jews at the thought that they might never return again to the old country, 

the constant harpings upon. the purpose of Israel in history, how Israel is 

marked out from among the nations in order. that he might make himself the 

organ and channel of revelation to the world at large—all these highly 

theological themes form the staple of these chapters. They are hardly the 

field from which the poet selects the subjects for his craft. And yet, they 

are treated poetically. There are animation, passion, pathos, warmth, 

grandeur, tenderness, sweetness about the rhetorie: The reader feels that. 
he is moving about in an atmosphere quite out of the ordinary. He is 
listening to sounds coming as though trom another world. He is being 
appealed to in a sense quite higher than the usual. He sits under the spell 

of some powerful personality, some master-mind, whose words make upon 
him an impress from which he cannot get away, even if he would. 


. Working to a Picture. 

An attempt at sketching the contents of Isaiah xl.—Ixvi. can take any of 
the three following courses, or all three combined. They can be discussed 
from the purely historical point. of view, in which case the questions 
of their date, composition and authorship as jndged from the 
evidences of language, style and- historical allusions would have 
to receive critical investigation. Is the prophet addressing the men 
of Jerusalem, the contemporaries of Ahaz or Hezekiah or Manasseh, or is he 
speaking to the exiles in Babylon? Secondly, one might confine oneself to 
dwelling upon the distinctive theological teachings of these chapters, the 
most prominent among which would be those clustering round the person- 
ality and work of the “Servant.” It has to be made clear who is meant by 
the servant. Is it the prophet himself? Does it refer to Jeremiah? Is it 
an historical personage of the future or of the past ? Is it a personification 
of the Israelitish nation treated as a unity? Is it an ideal person, “a figure 
reflecting Israel's ideal character and destiny ” projected upon the stage of 
the future? All these varying views have found acceptance among scholars, 
and it is a diverting exercise to see where each of these theories does and 
does not square with the grammar and vocabulary of the text. Or, thirdly, 
one might elaborate upon the particular types of imagery which fill these 
chapters. The prophet's fondness for figures of speech, picturesque com- 
parisons drawn from ever so many sources, from animate and inanimate 
nature, is remarkable. His constant personifications of a citv ora community 
as a maiden, especially where he wishes to express some keen and sharp 
emotion, show an originality which is nowhere surpassed in the Bible. He 
is a master of the art of personification. And his characters partake also of 
the dramatic,in so far that they do not explain themselves all at once. 
They unfold gradually. As the prophet’s theme goes on developing, 80 
feature by feature is added until the whole stands out as a consummate 


- conerete picture of the exact world of thought and emotion, bubbling and 


throbbing in the heated brain of the seer. 
Simile and Metaphor. ; 


It is upon the latter department of our subject that I intend to sa 
something in the space that remains to me. We shall discuss some of the 
nore striking literary devices of simile and metaphor which lend such a fine 
glamour to the prophet’s language, and fnake his message so attractive. 
Firstly, we notice some of his more salient comparisons taken from the 
inanimate world. A threefold thread of thought runs through most of the

Jerusalem 
staggers under the etfects of it. Her children from whom she might, parent- 
like, have expected assistance, lie swooning at the head of every street 
overwhelmed with the greatness of their distress. And all this is compared 
to a wild bull in a net.) The latter is the A.V. translation 
following the oldar Jewish Commentators. Driver and others preter to 
regard the animal alluded to as the antelope. The point of the simile is ot 
‘course the frantic but vain struggles of the beast to rend the net and 
extricate itself. Asa figure of speech for expressing helplessness where 
the desire to be of help is the greatest, this is unsurpassed. Olid Bishop 
Lowth hits the mark when he says in his Commentary on this passage, 
“ This is poetry of the first order, sublimity of the bighest proof.” Lowth 
coes on to quote interesting parallels from Plato and Homer to Isaiah's bold 
picture about-misery being brought on by the drinking of some medicated 
potion, as given in the passage in question. But in the image of the hunted 
antelope Isaiah is strikingly original. And then we must not omit the 
intensely pathetic metaphor in liii., 7, “He was oppressed and he was 
aflicted, yet he opened not his mouth; he is brought as a lamb to the 
slaughter and, as a sheep before her shearers, is dumb.” It is easy 
to see how to the Gentile interpreter an appealing deseription 
of this kind should tally with all that he understands by the 
life and death experiences of the man of sorrows. But the Old Testa- 
ment poets were fond of using the figure of the lamb, like that of 
the dove, to connote the innocent submissiveness of the Israelitish 
race to the decrees of God. Thus the lamb and the dove became for all later 
Jewish thinkers the symbols of Jewish martyrdom, There is far more 
grandeur in Isaiah’s picture when it is proved to sum up the age-long 
tragedy of a nation, than when it is shown to anticipate the temporary grriefs 
of an individual whose real place in history is even yet a matter of dispute.

sut far more pregnant with meaning than all the aforegoing, are the 
‘figures derived from the variegated departments of human emotion. How 
deep must have been our prophet’s knowledge of the human miprocosm .

Various aspects of living Judaism have from time to time been treated in 
this column.

Synagogue Act of 1870, was not definitely 
constituted until April, 1872. Soon after its 
foundation it was confronted with the 
gigantic task of putting into decent condi- 
tion the old cemeteries of the Hambro’, 
Great and New Synagogues, and of making 
adequate provision for the future cemetery 
accommodation of the growing London com- 
munity. Kor the last decade the burden of 
this task has mainly fallen onthe shoulders of 
Mr. Leonard B. Franklin, Senior Treasurer of 
the Burial Society, the work of which he

“We oestimate that we shall be able to provide for the community at its

The East End Problem. 

What about the Fast End ? 

"Our attention was called to the fact that the increase of the Jewish 
inhabitants mthe East End was greater than we had estimated, and we, 
therefore, thought it was well to make provision to cover a similar period in 
the Kast End. With that object in view, we made a purchase of 25 
acres in East Ham. The site has been walled, and is being laid down in 
grass. Weexpect to bring it into use in four or five years’ time. We shall 
thus adopt the same policy as we adopted in the case of West Ham— 
not to wait until the present ground is absolutely full before bringing the 
new cemetery into use. It will thus be possible to meet the wishes of 
relatives of persons alreidy interred at Plashet to be buried in the 
vieinity.” 

What is the location of the new cemetery ? 

“We were anxious not to be too far from the Jewish centre, as there 
was not only the question of the time of funerais, but we did not wish to 
make the journey too expensive for relatives to visit the cemetery nor 
for them to lose’ too much time in so doing. The ground is reached from 
Kast Hum station by halfpenny ‘bus along High Street, East Him. The 
cemetery is close to the Northern Outfall. It takes very little longer to 
reach than Plashet.”

“Yes. We have saved considerable sums by employing our own labour

“A group of sinall synagogues has an arrangement with us by which for 
about 6s. a year per male member,he has the right of a second-elass funeral 
for himself, his wife, sons who are minors, and unmarried daughters.” 

Does this involve any loss to the United Synagogue ? 

“No, it is actuarially sound. Asa matter of fact, when the scheme was 
drawn up, it was submitted to the then President of the Society of Actuaries, 
by whom it was approved. It is noteworthy, as being one of the first steps 
towards the extension -of the benefits of the United Synagogue to provincial 


communities, that the Southend and Westcliff Congregation enjoy burial 
rights by arrangement with the Union.” 


Charity Funerals. 

Is the United Synagogue the only body in London that defrays the cost 

of charity funerals ? | 
“Yes. The West London Synagogue make us a grant of £50 a year, but 
beyond that the whole burden, which amounts to several thousand pounds 
per annum, falls on the United Synagogue. We work harmoniously with the 
Federation of Synagogues for mutual protection and the prevention of abuse 
in connection with charity funerals. Imay add that 1 am very hopeful of 
seeing a scheme brought into being whereby our ministers may visit the 
houses of families for whom we carry out charity funerals. 


Policy Towards Outsiders.’’ 


The Burial Society exercises rather delicate functions towards persons 
who have refrained from contributing to communal purposes and for whom 
burial is sought at your hands ? 


—— 


“We deem it cur duty to exact compensation for past neglect of com- 
munal responsibilities. As a rule, we make a calculation of the amount the 
person would have paid had he been a member of a synagogue since reaching 
his majority, and we arrange our fees accordingly. This estimate 18, of 
course, subject to revision having regard to the means of any particular 


family. Ido not know of any ease of this kind where injustice has been 
done. We are generally able to convince applicants of the justice of our 
claim.” 


The Officials. 


™ Do you have many complaints in connection with the work of the Burial 
Society ? | | 

“No, Weare very fortunate in our officials, and considering the large 
number of funerals the number of complaints is surprisingly small. — Never- 
theless. we are grateful if irregularities are brought to our notice, and 
every complaint, however trivial, is carefully investigated.” 

Tombstones. 

You exercise control over the tombstones erected ? 

“Yes. Every design has to be passed by the Treasurers. But recently 
the law had to be altered in order to strengthen our powers for the purpose 
of checking a somewhat ostentatious development in the size of tombstones. 
We now have far more power to deal with such matters, and we are better 
able to prevent the rights of other persons being interfered with by graves 
being hidden through imposing structures.” . 3 


Ehrengraber.”’ 
On the Continent there is a system by whieh persons who have rendered 
distinguished services. to the community are granted graves of honour. 
Would such a system be applicable in London ? | 
“TT do not think it would. You know, in the United Svnagogue there 
used to be ‘privileged members’ who had certain rights, but these 
were abolished.

The Disused Cemeteries. 

What have you done in regard to the disused cemeteries ” 

“Atone tine we arranved by contract for them to be kept in order, but 
now we employ our own gardener and allow him whatassistance is necessary, 
We have vot the old cemeteries into a far better condition. All broken 
tombstones are removed, after due notice has been given to the relatives, if 
they are known.” 

Are the disused cemeteries quite shut up ? 

“Only one Hoxton is kept quite shut; in all other cases we employ a 
caretaker, | 

Could they not be thrown open as public gardens ? 

“We have considered that, but have come to the conclusion that it 
would be contrary to Jewish sentiment to allow the cemeteries to be used 
for places of public recreation. In Christian graveyards that have been so 
eonverted, the stones have been removed to the walls and an open space thus 
provided, but we could not do that.” 


Smoking and Drinking.’ 


Has vour attention been called to the complaints made in our columns in 
regard to smoking and drinking at tunerals ? | 

“We have taken stringent measures to prevent that sort of thing in the 
cemeteries themselves, but Of course we have no control O,eCr people once 
they leave the ground, though I hope that the public ventilation of the evil 
will put a stop to it once and for all. T see it is suggested that the drivers 
of mourning coaches, when leaving the ground, take people to places of 
refreshment. We could deal with that offence if a properly authenticated 
ease is brought to our notice, but, as I have said, we e@annot eontrol the 
actions of people after they leave the cemetery.” 

Keeping Graves in Order. 

The keeping of individual graves in order is generally a private matter 
between relatives and the ground-keeper, is it not. ? 

“As a rule it is, but the Barial Society is willing to accept 
the responsibility of looking after graves and keeping tombstones in 
repair, and a list of such graves is set out on the walls of the chapel. You 
are, of course, aware that it has been found not permissible te 
make bequests for the purpose as this is contrary to the law of 
perpetuities, but if an ordinary bequest were made tothe Burial Society any 


expressed wishes of the deceased would, of course, be followed as far as- 


possible. I might mention in this connection that we do not permit any 
relative to re-ereet a headstone unless with the consent of other relatives of 
the same degree.”

A Prefectorial Warning 


The Real Russians, at this period, began to get out of hand again. On 
one oceasionan armed band of young people attacked the Jewish inhabitants 
of Langeron, a seaside suburb of Odessa. A large number of the inhabitants 
of the suburb were stopped in the streets, and many were pursued and 
cruelly beaten. The Prefect was moved to actign. He issued a proclama- 
tion, in Which he declared: —" As armed attacks have recently become very 
frequent, and as it has been established that most of these attacks are per- 
petrated by the Union of Real Russians, T warn the Union not to commit 
any further excesses, If this warning is not obeyed, the perpetrators will 
be expelled, imprisoned, or fined to the extent of 3.000 roubles.” | 

Having regard to the exalted patronage enjoved by the Real Russians 
and the indulgence extended to their dupes, the “ patriots”’ must. have 
laughed into. their sleeves at the Prefect’s proclamation —if, indeed, that 
proclamation was intended to be taken seriously. A few days after, 
it was announced that the Tsar had instructed the Prefect to thank the 
loeal Real Russians for their message on the occasion of the birthdav of 
the Tsareviteh. 


; A Desperate Situation. 


Reports from the unfortunate city at that time deseribed the situation 
there as desperate, © Not only had the Black Hundreds renewed their 
activity, but the various administrative measures adopted by the Prefect 
and the Town Couneil had produced a terrible effect on the economic position 
of the Jews. The police, it was announced, were openly advising the local 
commercial houses to dispense with their Jewish employes, 
it Was said, * to describe adequately the extent to which our brethren have 
been pauperised by the latest regulations. The charitable institutions are 
being besieged daily by ‘new applicants. for relief. Unfortunately. the 
authorities are also placing every obstacle in the way of raising new funds 
for the distressed population.” | | 

In September, LIS, the Odessa charitable institutions estimated that 
there were over.50,000 Jews in-the city in need of relief: The majority of 
them, it was pointed ont, worked on two days’ a week only, and when 
employed earned from shilling per day.” Their houses were over- 
crowded, and. it was by no means rare to find three or four families in one 
room, 


Poacher turned’ Gamekeener. 


Meanwhile the good relations between the Prefect: and ‘the Real 
Russians remained undisturbed. The two met formally in’ the autumn of 
108, when the Prefect was presented with an address in recognition of-his 
services to the Real Russian cause. The document praised the General for 
his energetic defenceof the Real Russian principles against the attacks of the 
Jews. The astonishing statement was made, at the time, that the Prefect 
proposed to form a strong Real Russian organisation, in order to entrust, it 
with the safety of the city. “ The plans of the Governor-General,” it was 
added, “ form a great menace to the Jewish population.” It is not difficult 
to understand this fear, in view of the fact that this official, who had a little 
time previously been issuing Bombastes-like proclamations against the Real

Russiaus for their murderous conduct, was now suggesting that they 
should be put in charge of the “ safety of the city.” This was, surely, the 
most daring experiment in the process of ‘ poacher turned gamekeeper 
that has ever occurred to the human mind:

Shortiwatterwards we find Tolmatchell boasting that. be had managed 
to gain the eontidence of all elasses of the Jewish population. But simul- 
taneously we see him issuing an order to the police, requesting them to take 
strong measures against the ehildren of the. Talmud Torah, and ‘other 
Jewish hooligans * who ventured to assault the pupils of the newly-opened 
Real Russian gymnasium. The constables were instructed to arrest the 
Jewish children and to take legal proceedings against their parents for their 
failure to Supervise them. The news, it was reported, create d considerable 
excitement in the city. Imagine the Jews placing confidence in an official 
euilty of such preposterous tyranny ! That the order was not a mere idle 
threat was evidenced a little later on, when it was announced that a fine ol 
twenty-five roubles was imposed on four Jews “for allowing their children 
to assault pupils of the Real Russian gymnasium at Odessa.” Concurrently 
it was announeed that the Odessa Court had acquitted forty-five organisers 
of the pogrom at Bolshoi Byalick ! Could sharpness in contrasts further go!

-Pitifal side-lights on the persecution are afforded by these two little 
items of news (published towards the end of 1:08): * Eighteen Jews, who 
found themselves unable to enter the Odessa University, became Moham- 
medans, whereupon their applications were accepted.” Again, * The well- 
known Zionist, Joseph Bardette, has committed suicide at Odessa on account 
of his inability to enter the University.” | |

The cordiality between the Prefect and the anti-Semites meanwhile 
wenton inereasing. The Prefect was, on one occasion, the guest of the Real 
Russians at one of their social gatherings. During the evening he addressed 
his hosts, warning them that Odessa continued to be the home of the revolu- 
tionaries. “ Your branch,’ said this great official, with the forces of the 
Government at his back, “is the only support of law and order ; and 1 only 
hope that you will prosper in numbers and increase in strength. So long as 
the Union exists, we need fear no complications.” The next paragraph in 
the Jewish CHRONICLE to that which reported this contemptible speech ran 
as follows :— 


“A striking manifesto is being prepared by the Real Russians, in 


which the nation is called upon to rise againstthe Jews!” 


When, in November, 1908, the representatives of the Real Russian 
branches in the fourteen southern provinces of the Empire met at Odessa to 
disenss a new plan‘of campaign against the. Jews, the delegates were 
officially weleomed by the Prefeet. The conference, it is interesting to 


-reeall, demanded the expulsion of the Jews from the army, the villages, the 


ports, the fortresses, the schools, and from all chemical works. All the 


resolutions of the conference received the tacit approval of the Prefect. 
A Resignation Rumour. 


In December, LYOS, the refreshing report was published that the Prefeet bad 
resigned-—-probably under pressure from St. Petersburg -on account, it was 
said, of a shooting affray between a policeman and an oftlicer. © The Black 
Hundreds were stated to be trying their utmost to prevent the resignation 
taking effect: and apparently they succeeded, for this official incubus 
remained in thetown; andthe Russkoe Znamya (the anti-Jewish print), pub- 
lished a special message to all its followers, informing them that the Real 
Russians had been successful in persuading the Government to allow the 
Prefeet to remain at his post. 


Jews and the Municipality. 3 
The process of impoverishing the Jews was earried a step further 


Karly last year the Prefect announced that he had received instructions . 


from St. Petersburg to dismiss all Jews serving in the municipality, while 
the Odessa authorities excluded several commercial houses and banks from 
the local Government. voters’ lists on account of their connection with pro- 
minent Jews, As for the Prefect’s announcement, it subsequently trans- 
pired that the President of the Russian Local Government Board (M. 
Gerbel) denied that the Prefect had received any orders from St. Petersburg 
to adopt the drastic measures referred to. It was the Prefect himself—the 
ollicial who had a short time previously been boasting of the confidence of 
the Jews'in his government—who had questioned the authority of the Jews 
to remain in the service of the municipality; and the Central Government 
had not forbidden the local bodies to employ Jews. 

Meanwhile, the Odessa -Council leased all the principal newspaper 
kiosks to the Black Hundreds for the sale of their newspapers ; while all 


typhus cases were, at the instance of the same body, crowded into the 


Jewish hospital--the institution which the Council only a little while before 
had resolved to deprive of half its ugual annual subsidy. 


A Poisoning Charge. 


In March last year, the Prefect summoned the chief of the medical staff 


at the Jewish hospital and requested him to indicate those of his colleagues. 


who had participated in the Liberal movement of 1905.. The protests of the 
head of the hospital were unavailing, and immediately after the interview 


the Prefect ordered the authorities of the institution to dismiss the Jewish 


doctors. | He also added that, in case of insubordination, he might find him- 


self compelled to appoint a Russian staff in lieu of the Jewish medical 
officers. General Tolmatcheff also stated unoflicially that the Jewish 
doctors would be tried on a charge of poisoning Russian patients in October, 
1905. It would be ridiculous it were not tragic-—that this very institu- 
tion to which the demoniacal fancies of the Prefect attributed the poisoning 
of Russian patients should be the one into which the Odessa Council should 
drive all typhus patients. The Prefect, however, followed up his monstrous 
accusations by causing the summary dismissal of two of the stail physicians 
on the merest and flimsiest of idle and trumped-up suspicions. The Odessa 
correspondent of this journal, stung to anger’by the “ wanton and harass- 
ing persecution of the Jews,” on the part of the Prefect, declared:at the 
time: “It would appear that, failing the likelihood or even possibility of 
another pogrom, the Prefect has. deliberately, and of malice pre pense, 
initiated a policy of ‘pin-prieks’ against the Jews, his. ulterior object 
being to impel their leaders and representatives into some kind of demon- 
stration which he may plausibly twist into an excuse for the imposition of 
further local Jewish disabilities. There is no other possible explanation of 
General Tolmatchei!'s extraordinary conduct. It is within my own personal 
knowledge that a very considerable section of the more enlightened and 
fair-minded Orthodox citizens of Odessa most strongly deprecate the 
Prefect’s usage of their Jewish neighbours, and they not unreasonably affirm 
that it was a most lamentable ministerial blunder to have retained Tolmatchett 
in the post of dictator after martial law was abrogated.”’

While Tolmatchell was thus “pushing” the. cleetoral claims. of the 
pogromists, the Jews were acain subjected to personal attacks. Two Jews 
were seriously wounded, and no steps were taken to arrest their assailants: 
On the other hand, when an eleetrie car ran over a soldier of the Odessa 
varrison, and an inquiry proved that the driver(a man named Kauffmann) was 
entirely blameless, the Prefect ordered the driver's immediate arrest. Why, 
he was asked, was the result of the inquiry ignored? The laconic answer 
came baek Kaullmann isa Jew.”

Shortly after this, we find the Prefect summoning the official Rabbi 

Avinovitzky), the local Jewish leaders, and all the Wardens of the svna- 
sogues, and informing them that in view of the Press campaign conducted 
ayainst bim by the Jewish intellectuels he considered it his duty to unfurl 
the lag of war in reply to their aggression. He graciously undertook, how 
ever, to spare the Jewish masses. A painful fecling was’ereated by this 
outburst, but the Jews had to pocket tveir humiliation, tor the announce 
ment was made that the Prefeet had been appointed © on the suite of the 
Tsar.”

The climax of this atrocious reyime, however, was reached when General 
Tolmatcheff determined to do his best to prevent a Jew from being returned to 
the Duma as member for Odessa ‘in place of the late M. Pergament 

The Black Hundreds, aided by the Prefect. tried hard to persuade the 
trovernment to torm a separate category of Jewish voters in order to improve 
the chances of the reactionary candidate. The anti-Semitic municipalits 
also threw itself vigorously into the contest with the same object. In 
pursuit of this noble purpose it sent a petition to the Tsar, begging him to 
disfranchise completely the Jews of Odessa. The Pretect himself prohibited 
the Odessa newspapers from mentioning the name of the Jewish candi- 
date (M. Arkadi Brodsky). He even endeavoured to bribe the Jewish electors 
into withholding their vote from their eovreligionist ; while he did not hesi 
tite to take part in the clection meetings of the reactionary nominee, In the 
end, however, inspite of intimidation, irregularities and coercion, the Jewish 
eandidate was elected. The Prefect was furious. He arrested some of the 
snewspaper correspondents: on the groresque that the, had agitated 
for M. Brodsky. He issued an order to the police to close the Students’ 
Nitchen on account of the sympathics of its members with the newly-elected 
Deputy. He challenged the validity of M. Brodsky’s election on the ground 
thit he had used the name * Arkadi " instead of * Aaron.” He even began 
ical proceedings against him for the same reason,’ These tacties were suc 
cessful. The Senate refused to confirm the Jew’'s clection and M. Brodsky 
resigned his seat without awaiting the decision of the Duma, in order 
to-avoidfurther complications, In addition, the Odessa Court sentenced him 
to a fine of a nundred roubles or a month’s imprisonment for daring to use the 
Russian equivalentof his Jewish name—a decision which, if extended to other 


countries, would land half the Jews of the world in the dock. It is true that | 


the conviction was quashed on appeal; but the Prefect had attained his 
sreat end.” Odessa had been saved from the disgrace of being represented 
by a Jew; and the Jewish population had been held down sternly to its 
level of civie inferiority.

Thus does this miserable tale of oppression drag its weary length from 
one humiliating chapter to another. Atonetime we find the Prefect complain- 
ing of the absence of the “Cross” on the synagogues; and the Jews meekly 
agreeing to place the emblem of Christianity on the synagogue vestry rooms. 
At other times this head of the local government threatens to wreck the 
prospects of an art exhibition because a Jew was appointed its President ; 
dismisses an old railway oflicial on the ground that he is a Jew; 
enquires as to the first names of the Committee of the Jewish 
alms-houses; arrests a noted Zionist for the colleetion of moneys of 
the Jewish National Fund: and threatens all Zionists with similar 
treatment. Oecasionally a whisper goes round that the oppressor 
will be removed: but nothing comes of the rimour. The Prefect remains at 
his post—the wolf stands guard over the sheep-fold. No outrages are per- 
mitted by his ruftianly allies. But the life and the spirit of the Jews are 
crashed out of them by constant pressure, and their poverty sinks to ever 
deeper depths. To this subject population, held in as galling a slavery as 
ever white men have endured, the. Prefeet—the hero of the Crosses on the 
synagogues— preaches with sublime audacity the virtues of religion, At the 
same time this arrant and constmmate hypocrite directs the judicial 
authorities to institute legal proceedings against the doctors. of the Jewish 
Hospital for having been at the head of a charitable fund four years 
previously, 

Odessa is but one city of oppression, Others are dotted. over the Pale 
of Settlement. . When is this accursed tyranny. to..cease At what. point

It is too momentous a matter on which to remain 
without a settled opinion, We cannot know whether the soul is immortal—it 
is in its very nature a question not susceptible of proof or. disproof. 
Religion has no right to say: You shall rot investigate these fundamental 
topics; but it has the right to say: You cannot carry your investigations 


in olden times. For instance, men do not need nowadays to pray against 
infectious disease; in this matter we have passed from the domain of faith 
to that of knowledge; and we take the measures—which improve every 


year—to prevent the spread ofinfection. So, too, good government replaces

SUICIDE OF A REJECTED IMMIGRANT. 

News has been received in Russia to the effect that the emigrant, Ber 
Chaimoviteh, of the province of Kovno, committed suicide at Memel. The 
deceased left Russia with his father with the intention of settling in Eng- 
land. They were all rejected, however, by the immigration authorities 
and returned to their native country. Ber, however, could not 
pany them to Russia for political reasons, and he decided to remain at 
Memel, where his body has just been discovered after he had heen missed 
for twelve days. The deceased was twenty-two vears of age. 

The case was one dealt with by the Grimsby Immigration Board and 
was reported in our issue of March 18th last. At the hearing, it 
was stated that the young man who has committed suicide was a 
shoemaker by trade and that the party had left Russia because Ber 
had been called up for military service. The father, Solomon Chaimovitz, 
came here with his three sons and had left bis wife in Russia as he had not. 
suflicient money to pay her fare. Communication had been established with 
the wife's sister in Glasgow, whom the party desired to join, but the appeal 
of the immigrants failed.

In the East End I could 
show you hundreds of instances of men and women who have proved themselves 
competent workmen by the fact that they are earning good wages. ‘Take the 
clothing trade | know of a man who has been in this country only nine years, and 
to-day he employs 15 or 16 hands, and makes an income of between three and four 
hundred a year. The splendidly got-up suits which you see in West End shops are 
made by men who work regular hours and earn about £5 5s. a week, but of course 
they do not proclaim the fact from the housetops, Many of them are doing well, though 
they may appear poor. Such men only bring wealth to the country in the form of 
productive power. 

To a representative of the Jew ISH CHRONICLE, Mr. Polak said -he had no 
desire to magnify the significance of the altercation with Mr. Evans. He 
held the view, however, that it was as much the duty of members 
of the Board to secure the admission of aliens who obviously came within 
the benefit of the Act as to secure the exclusion of those who failed to 
comply with its provisions. It was wrong for members of the Board to 
regard all aliens as prima facie cases for exclusion; that meant ignoring the 
judicial function with which they were entrusted. Mr. Polak said that he 
wished to draw attention to the excellent way in which the immigration 
officers were now performing their duties. They went to endless trouble 
to secure all possible information which they laid before the Board without 
comment, leaving the members to form their own judgment.. 


The following statement by “an East End magistrate -vho also sits on 
the Alien Immigration Board” has been, published :— 

I think that immigration is on the increase, and that we are getting a large 
number of undesirables. The East End of London is becoming a huge alien quarter, 
and not only is British labour being displaced, but overcrowding is becoming more 
and more severe. Medical officers and sanitary officers whom | hove tell me that they 
have no real remedy, because as soon as an order to prevent overcrowding is obtained, 
the people merely move into the next street, and the same house is re-let to another 
lot of people. ‘The original Aliens Act was beneficial, but much of its effectiveness 
was destroyed by the regulations made by Viscount Gladstone when at the Home 
Office. What is needed is undoubtedly a tightening of the immigration laws. I have 
no objection to alien immigration in reasonable numbers, but when it begins to 
swamp a large part of London itis quite time action was taken to restrict 1t to within 


reasonable limits.

THE JEWISH NATIONAL FUND. 
Communicated. | 


A meeting of the Directors was recently held at the Head Office in 
Cologne, when a. number of important matters, which should have 
been dealt with on the occasion of the Berlin Conference, were transacted. 
De. Bodenheimer was in the Chair and Herr David Wolffsohn, Governor, Dr. 
\atzenelsohn (Chairman of the J.C.T.), and Dr. A. Ruppin, Director of the 
Valestine Office were among those present. 

As the carpet atelier of the Bezalel School in Jerusalem has become too 
small for the increasing number of employes, it was resolved to build new 
houses at a cost not exceeding 12,000 francs, of which the Bezalel Society 
should bear one-third payable in three annual instalments. 

The last Congress adopted a resolution that the Jewish National Fund 
should begin building workmen's dwellings this year in all colonies contain- 
ing a large number of Jewish labourers. It was accordingly decided by the 
Directors of the Fund to grant a sum of 20,000 franes towards the creation 
of a Workmen’s Dwellings Fund. The co-operation of other interested 
Societies is to be invited for the purpose, but the contribution of the Jewish 
National Fund is to be devoted immediately to the building of a home for 
‘omarried labourers in Petach Tikvah. The capital of the David and Fanny 
Wolffsohn Foundation will also be added to this Woftkmen’s Fund. 

The Chairman reported that various American Zionist Societies had in- 
\uired whether they should lease adjoining plots for members of the 
‘espective Societies who had contributed at least a sum for 50 dunam towards 
‘he Land Fund. It was resolved, therefore, to empower the Chairman. to 
(raft a Statute allowing Societies which had contributed a certain sum to 
obtain a lease of adjoining plots. It was also decided, in compliance with 
the wishes of various collecting agencies, to accept instalments of not less 
than a tenth of a dunam for the Land Fund, ie., 1 dollar 4 marks | 
shillings, ete, 
_ A series of resolutions was also adopted relating to the amelioration of 
National Fand land by means of the construction of wells and providing a 
water supply and also in regard to other matters. 


AFFORESTATION OF PALESTINE. 


The Jewish community of Dessau (Germany), has resolyed to apply part 
of the Funds of the Baroness Cohn Von Oppenheim Foundation to the planta- 
‘on of an olive grove and have accordingly instructed the Palestine Land 
evelopment Company to take the necessary steps for carrying out this 
proposal. According to the agreement made the Jewish community of 
Dessau will be the sole owner of the plantation for ninety eight years after 


which it will revert to the possession of the Jewish National Fund.

While the resources of the Society are being frittered away in this 
manner, the principal work for which the Society was. called into existence 
—the preservation of records -has been neglected and by this continued 
neglect irretrievable loss has been and is still being sustained. Mr. Levy 
points out in your last issue that in the first prospectus of the Society one 
of the items in the proposed programme of work was-the compilation of a 
list and the texts of tombstones in disused Jewish cemeteries. We do not 
wish to learn the contents of the first prospectus of the Society. There 
were doubtless many other items in it. The information for which we ask 
is the extent to which those objects have been pursued. The answer Mr. 
Levy himself supplies in the same letter. The Society, which was called into 
existence to preserve the records on Jewish tonibstones has, in the course of 
seventeen years, published just twenty-five records. Weare told further 
that ‘the Society is now spending money on the copying ef crambling tomb- 
stones in disused Jewish cemeteries.” Alas, crumbling at this belated hour ! 
Does Mr. Levy believe it is easier to preserve those records now than it was 
three or five or ten or seventeen years ago when they had crumbled less ? 
Still, a late repentance is better than none at all. Will Mr. Levy reassure us 
further by telling us when this process of copying commenced and how far 
it has proceeded, and also whether all the funds ef the Society. will be 
devoted to the rescue of these fast-perishing records instead of being wasted 
on objects quite extraneous to the Society's real work ? tet 

The copying of tambstdnes is, however, not the only, although certainly 
the most urgent, of the duties which the Society has neglected. We have 
heard oceasionally of a promised gift to the Society of a life-time’s collee- 
tion of notes relating to Anglo-Jewish history, provided that the Society 
would bind and catalogue them, of the offer by another gentleman of an 
unique collection of genealogical material relating to English Jews, pro- 
vided that the Society would arrange and publish it. The attention of the 
Society has also more than once been drawn, through your columns, to the 
mine of Jewish historical and biographical material awaiting exploration in 
the early numbers of the Gentleman's Magazine and similar periodicals. The 
members of the Society are certainly justified in demanding further informa- 
tion on these points. They have exercised sufficient patience in the past, 
and the information is long overdue. | , 

I do not wish to pose as a carping critic of the Society, whose interests. 
are also mine, and it is only on account of its welfare that | have addressed 
you at such length. This letter, | hope, will not prove unavailing. The 
ventleman who was mainly responsible for the establishment of the Society 
is now Once again its President, and he has, therefore, the opportunity of 
turning it back to the lines which he laid down at its establishment, but off 
which the Society, almost immediately after his retirement from ollice, ran. 
I have not addressed this conimunication to him personally, as I prefer the 
points which I have raised to be brought under the notice of all who are 
interested in the Society's proper work. Perchance this communication will 
raise a discussion which can Only redound to the advantage of the Jewish 
Historical Society of England.

Thus, by this inhuman decision, twenty-seven poor Russians, including

fathers of large families, all able-bodied and willing to work, whose savings 
had been embarked in the great American adventure and who in some eases 
had sold up their homes to raise the funds, were recklessly reduced to ruin. 

Ata meetingoft the London Committee, it had been decided that. although 
the Ito Department had no legal responsibilities towards these vietims of 
Ameri¢an caprice who had bought their own tickets and sailed at their own 
risk, vet the situation called for a compassionate allowance to be made to 


them, and a credit in the name of Mr. Zangwill was opened by Messrs. 


Rothsehild at the Diseonto Gesellschatt, Bremen. 


The Commission decided 


that as these poor people-had been nearly three months without the possi- 
bility of earning a farthing, the allowance should include not only the return 
of their fares and all their expenses sinee leaving Russia, but also a sum to 
enable them to start life again in Russia. 

Two yvouns men, rejected for trachoma, and belonging to the forty- 
second party, were also accorded an allowance, the doctors having testified 
that an epidemic hid broken out on board and that they had started free of 


disease. 


The total sum disbursed by Dr. Jochelmann amounted to 5,250 roubles, 


exclusive of the keep of the parts Since its arrival in bremen. 


In 


ease the sum allowed considerably exceeded the hopes of the emigrants, and 
a touching scene was withessed after the announcements of the allowances 


were made, Dr. Jochelmann being surrounded by weeping figures, embracing 


and kissing him, and even raising him on their shoulders. 
The balk of the party left immediately for Russia, anxious to behold 
their families, of whom in some cases they had had no word since their 


departure three months before.

‘' Jewish Name Changes. 


By. GENEALOGIST, 


A student of Jewish family history, by no means the least interesting of 
the sciences, tinds dificulties in his path that are almost. unknown to bis col- 
leawtes in the larger domain of general gencalogy. The English nobleman 
veonan.in vost eases bears, at the most with a mere literal change, the 
Same Surname as that which his ancestor bore tive centuries ago. — In Jewry 
there is not i man to-day whose name bears any. resemblance to that of bis 
ancestor ol the S;Line period. Moreover. but an infinitesimal proportion of 
the Jews of Kurope as recently as a century-and-a-half ago bad any sur- 
Hames whatsoever. Consequently, the surnames. in. common use in Jewry 
to-dav have been borne Dv threeor tour SUCEeSSIVE renerations at the most, 
and it is. therefore: natural that in many cases they have not yet become 
chrvstalised but are still ina state of flux, 

[t is not my purpose, however, to deal with Jewish surnames in general, 
or even with those of Anglo-dewry in particular, although in the course of 
this irticle many of the latter will @ome rey 
examine the changes of name adopted in recent. years, by English Jews,

When is a Change Justifiable ? 

After long consideration of the whole Subject T have came to the conelu- 
sion that change of name appears justifiable in two eventuyalities only. The 
instance is that in which family vrenerally those of 
inheritance under a will—eall for sucha step. On this ground almost all the 
non-Jewish changes Of name in this country are made, but it iS net possible 
to trace many similar causes fora metamorphosis among Jews, aud when one 
such cause does appear it is often in connection with a Jewish family that 
has left the community. Two such instances that occur are the adoption of 
Lopez by Sir Ralph Franco, the ancestorof Lord Ludlow and Sir Massey Lopes, 
on sueceeding to the estates and title of his uncle, Sir: Menasseh Lopez, and 
the change of Mendes to Head by Franeis Mendes, the 
Mendes, the poet, who married Anna Gabriella, daughter 
lead, from whom is descended the present Sir Robert Head.

The second reason for a change of name for which a justification can he 
found is that from one of an essentially foreign sound and appedrance to a sub- 
stitute that appears more suitable for a British subject. Such a change is, 
however, justifiable only when the previous name had been but recently 
comparatively) acquired and had no particular signitication or historical 
connection, It is noteworthy in this connection, however, tbat this nerveus- 
ness of bearing foreign names.is by no means gencral outside of the Jewish 
ecomnianity, and Englishmen have attained to positions of eminence and 
respect while retaining such foreign. sounding names as Mundella, 
Paravicini, Rossetti, Metnertzhagen, im Thurn, Szezepanski, and Szlumper. 
I give a few instances in which Jewish names of no particular Jewish or 
historieal significance have been anglicised on rational grounds. Gurewitsch

The 
change from Aaron to Arnold is perhaps slight, but that from Aarons to 
Miller must have been a greater wrench and led to the sacrifice of a 
monogram. Thesame may be said of the change from Aaronson to Harrison.
